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New  S.F.  General  Director 
Sees  Bigger  Clinic  Role 


The  new  San  Francisco  General  Hospi- 
tal Executive  Director  Richard  Cordova's 
first  month  on  the  job  has  provided  him 
with  a  sharp  vision  of  just  what  the  hospi- 
tal can  and  cannot  do  —  and  he's  sharing 
that  vision  with  the  hospital's  neighbors 
of  Potrero  Hill. 

Speaking  August  13  to  members  of  the 
Potrero  Hill  Democratic  Club,  Cordova, 
who  came  to  General  from  the  Los  Ange- 
les County  Hospital  system,  admitted. 
"It  is  not  true  we  can  be  everything  to 
everybody.  The  days  of  the  '60s  when  we 
had  some  good  money  coming  in  are  all 
gone." 

For  Cordova,  this  translates  into  an 
emphasis  on  using  the  hospital  for  spe- 
cialized functions  and  increasing  the  use 
of  neighborhood  clinics  such  as  the 
Caleb  Clark  Potrero  Hill  Health  Center 
for  what  is  considered  primary  care. 

"It's  appropriate  that  the  clinics  asso- 
ciated with  the  hospital  provide  primary 
care  like  a  family  practice,"  Cordova 
stressed,  indicating  he  "will  have  to  link 
up  with  the  clinics  to  make  sure  patients 
in  Uieae  health  centers  are  getting  medi- 
cal care  on  the  preventative  model." 

"When  Caleb  Clark  volunteer  Rita 
Giglio  pointed  out  that  "if  the  Hill  Clinic 
diminishes  services,  people  will  not  go  to 
General,"  Cordova  agreed.  "They'll  go 
unserved,"  he  said,  "until  the  paramedics 
have  to  pick  them  up  and  take  them  to 
the  General  Hospital  Emergency  Room." 

Presaging  a  recent  report  in  a  presti- 
gious medical  journal,  Cordova  admitted 
that  emergency  room  waiting  times  at  the 
Hospital  were  often  as  long  as  six  hours, 
and  he  predicted  that  "lines  to  get  access 


may  get  longer,  time  in  waiting  rooms 
may  get  longer." 

Currently,  some  75-80  percent  of 
General's  income  comes  from  patient 
revenues:  Medi-Cal  and  Medicare  reim- 
bursements, other  insurance  and  some 
individual  fees.  The  balance  is  paid  by 
San  Francisco  City  and  County,  which  is 
why  the  Hospital  has  consistently  faced 
budget  crises  in  recent  years. 

Cordova's  intent  is  to  "run  General  more 
like  a  business,"  and  since  as  a  public 
hospital  it  cannot  turn  away  any  patient 
for  lack  of.  funds,  as  many  private  hospi- 
tals do,  he  hopes  to  find  ways  to  increase 
revenues.  Now  between  40  and  50  per- 
cent of  General's  patients  are  eligible 
for  Medi-Cal  reimbursements.  "We  will 
make  about  another  25  percent  eligible," 
Cordova  vowed. 

Acknowledging  that  "health  in  this 
city  is  very  politicized,"  the  new  hospital 
director  is  gingerly  making  the  rounds  of 
city  departments  and  elected  officials. 

One  of  the  issues  about  which  he  will 
have  to  wend  his  way  through  the  govern- 
mental maze  is  the  hospital's  parking 
crisis,  which  has  long  plagued  both  neigh- 
bors and  employees.  At  every  meeting 
with  staff,  he  noted,  he  has  been  told 
that  "parking  is  the  number  one  problem." 

And  what  about  the  parking  garage 
proposed  for  the  current  Muni  mainten- 
ance facility  site  at  23rd  and  Utah 
Streets?  "Ill  have  to  visit  downtown  and 
find  out  just  what's  happening,"  he  said, 
indicating  that  the  project  does  not  now 
lie  with  the  hospital  but  with  the  City's 
Dept.  of  Parking  and  Traffic.

New  Hill  Librarian  Hopes 
Cuts  Have  'Minimal  Impact'

On  paper,  it's  called  "reduced  hours  and 
staffing;"  in  reality  it  has  been  a  two-for- 
one  trade  with  the  Anza  Branch  Library 
in  the  far  reaches  of  the  Outer  Richmond 
that  brought  Librarian  Debby  Jeffrey  to 
be  Potrero  Branch  Librarian  and  sent 
former  Hill  Librarians  Kay  Roberts  and 
Cathy  Nyhan  out  to  breathe  the  ocean 
air. 

For  Jeffrey,  an  11  year  Hill  resident, 
her  new  job  is  a  far  shorter  commute 
than  her  former  one  at  the  Anza  Branch. 
All  the  new  Potrero  librarian  has  to  do 
to  get  to  work  since  August  8  is  walk  the 
two  blocks  from  her  20th  Street  home. 

The  Potrero  Branch  changes  came 
about  as  the  result  of  a  library  budget 
crunch  in  which  this  neighborhood's 
library  was  initially  slated  to  be  down- 
graded to  a  Reading  Center.  A  loud  and 
swift  community  outcry  prevented  the 
downgrade,  but  instead  of  two  librarians 
—  one  for  children's  services  and  one  for 
adults  —  Jeffrey  will  be,  in  essence,  fill- 
ing both  slots. 

She  hopes  "the  effect  of  the  changes 
will  be  minimal."  The  branch  schedule 
has  been  cut  by  three  hours  per  week, 
and  the  library  will  now  open  at  1  p.m. 
on  Tuesdays,  instead  of  the  previous 
10  a.m.,  and  it  will  close  on  Wednesday 
evenings  at  8  p.m.  instead  of  9  p.m. 


"This  will  enable  me  to  do  the  behind 
the  scenes  stuff,"  Jeffrey  noted,  "select- 
ing books  for  both  children  and  adults 
and  having  to  go  to  twice  as  many  meet- 
ings," to  cover  both  the  children's  and 
adult  librarian  roles. 

She  intends  to  continue  the  pre-school 
film  once  a  month  on  a  morning  that  the 
library  is  closed.  Jeffrey,  who  is  "a 
founding  mother  of  the  lapsit  program 
in  the  city,"  will  continue  both  the  lap- 
sits  and  family  story  time,  although  the 
pre-school  story  time  program  that  had 
taken  place  on  Tuesday  mornings  will 
now  be  incorporated  into  family  story 
time. 

Jeffrey  is  also  committed  to  continu- 
ing the  Potrero  Branch's  Art  Show,  now 
in  its  fourth  decade,  but  stresses  that 
she  will  have  to  solicit  a  committee  of 
volunteers  to  work  with  her  on  the 
event.  She  also  intends  to  continue  the 
Children's  Art  Show. 

Although  her  personal  reading  tastes 
include  more  fiction  than  non-fiction  — 
mysteries,  science  fiction,  romance  and 
fantasy  —  Jeffrey  says  that  selection  of 
adult  books  at  the  Potrero  Branch  "will 
rely  heavily  on  circulation  statistics. 
Adults  here  like  mysteries,  books  on  the 
arts,  good  fiction,  travel,  black  studies 
and  books  to  support  writers,  as  well  as 
the  basics  such  as  health  and  cookbooks."

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IN  OUR  VIEW 


A  Ludicrous  Law 


In  the  column  to  the  right  of  this  space  is  an  article  about  life  unfortunately  imitat- 
ing what  we  on  the  View  several  years  ago  hoped  was  artifice.  Our  April  Fools  Day 
story  about  a  tax  on  one's  view  may  not  be  coming  true  on  Potrero  Hill,  but  the  sur- 
real is  becoming  all  too  real  for  the  folks  in  Port  Hueneme. 

What's  frightening,  however,  is  that  we  almost  had  our  own  news  on  the  bizarre  and 
illogical  legislation  front.  Just  as  our  paper  was  going  to  press  last  month,  the  State 
Legislature  agreed  on  a  budget  that  contained  a  sales  tax  on  all  newspapers  in  Califor- 
nia. And  although  the  very  phrase  "sales  tax"  implies  that  the  tax  covers  something 
that  is  sold,  nothing  in  the  tax  exempted  free  newspapers  such  as  The  View  and  dozens 
of  similar  journals  in  communities  and  schools  throughout  the  city  and  the  entire  state. 
Since  there  were  no  sales  revenues  to  tax,  papers  such  as  The  View  would  have  to  pay 
the  state's  new  hefty  sales  tax  on  our  sizeable  printing  bill. 

Fortunately,  Potrero  Hill  Assemblyman  John  Burton  immediately  saw  how  ludicrous 
it  was  to  tax  an  item  that  isn't  even  sold,  and  his  measure  exempting  free  newspapers 
from  this  tax  sailed  through  the  Assembly  Revenue  and  Taxation  Committee  and  now 
has  been  promised  the  okay  of  Governor  Pete  Wilson. 

This  silly  sales  tax  scare  came  just  as  the  View  turned  21  years  old.  And  it  under- 
scored dramatically  the  modus  operandi  that  we  believe  has  helped  keep  The  View 
going  all  these  years  since  it  was  born  back  in  August,  1970.  We  are  still  completely 
a  volunteer  paper.  Our  advertising  revenues  simply  pay  the  printing  bill.  In  that,  we 
may  be  unique  even  among  free  newspapers;  most  havte  some  paid  staff,  and  those 
papers  known  as  "shoppers"  simply  seek  advertising  revenue,  which  ends  up  lining 
someone's  pocket. 

The  way  the  world  is  changing  these  days  often  makes  us  feel  more  than  a  bit  like 
an  anachronism.  We're  not  about  profits,  we're  not  about  a  pot  of  gold  to  fight  over 
or  divvy  up.  What  we  try  to  be  about  is  providing  the  information,  ideas,  and  occas- 
ionally the  insight  to  help  keep  Pptrero  Hill  an  active  and  committed  community. 

And  how  the  heck  can  you  slap  a  sales  tax  on  that?

The  renaming  of  a  two-block  stretch  of  Kansas  Street  to  Henry  Adams  Street  in  honor 
of  the  late  developer  of  the  Showplace/Galleria  complex  drew  the  ire  of  some  Hill  res- 
idents ten  years  ago.  But  it  was  another  Hill  resident  —  then  Assemblyman  Art  Ag- 
nos  —  who  proposed  the  change,  which  Board  of  Supervisors  President  John  Molinari 
put  to  the  Board.  Letters  to  the  View  scored  the  change  as  symbolizing  "the  thought- 
lessness and  lack  of  neighborhood  sensitivity  that  the  Showplace  and  Galleria  have  ex- 
hibited since  their  inception."  Mayor  Dianne  Feinstein  disagreed.  At  the  name  change 
ceremony,  she  lauded  Adams  for  building  "a  future  that  is  upwardly  mobile  and  sensi- 
tive to  the  needs  of  the  community."  ....  But  that  wasn't  the  only  controversy  in- 
volving Showplace  Square.  Local  87  of  the  Building  Service  Employees  Union,  which 
had  been  picketing  the  complex  since  July  15,  removed  its  pickets  but  vowed  they 
would  return  to  protest  the  use  of  non-union  custodial  employees. 

MUNI  CHANGES 

While  still  playing  "Not-on-my-Street,"  Hill  Muni  patrons  were  able  to  win  some  con- 
cessions over  routing  of  various  lines  over  the  Hill.  At  issue  were  the  35-Eureka  (now 
the  48-Quintara-24th  St.)  and  the  53-Southern  Heights,  which  today  run  pretty  much 
the  routes  proposed  in  1981. 

HOUSING  PROTEST 

Potrero  Public  Housing  Project  tenants,  frustrated  over  delays  in  maintenance,  initi- 
ated a  rent-withholding  tactic,  which  after  a  month  had  failed  to  impress  city  housing 
officials.  Paulette  Faison,  then  president  of  the  Potrero  Tenants  Improvement  Assn., 
said  that  "at  least  half"  of  the  530  families  in  the  project  had  expressed  support  for 
the  pressure  tactic.

They 
selected  book  reviews  and  drawings  sub- 
mitted by  children  from  all  over  the  Bay 
Area;  and  their  book,  entitled  "Books  We 
Love  Best,"  will  serve  as  a  practical 
guide  to  children's  literature. 

Local  publishers  provided  guidance  and 
instruction  to  the  students,  who  were  re- 
commended by  their  teachers  to  partici- 
pate in  the  program.  Vicki  Morgan,  pres- 
ident of  Foghorn  Press,  donated  space 
and  helped  to  coordinate  their  activities, 
but  the  kids  themselves  were  in  charge  of 
their  creation.  They  also  received  course 
credit  through  the  San  Francisco  Summer 
School  Program. 

The  work  was  hard,  but  well  worth  it. 
Lucy  Acerno,  12,  who  worked  with  Cush- 
ner on  the  marketing  committee,  admit- 
ted that  "it's  hard  calling  people  who're 
stern  or  scary  —  and  you  don't  know  if 
they're  going  to  be  really  nice  or  mean." 

Nevertheless,  she's  had  fun  learning  a- 
boui  "the  real  working  world,"  even 
though  it  meant  getting  up  at  7:30  every 
morning  to  catch  her  bus.  "If  I  could,  I'd 
be  sleeping  until  eight  or  even  nine." 

The  day  started  at  9  a.m.  but  ended  by 
1  p.m.,  even  though  sometimes  the  kids 


found  themselves  bringing  work  home. 
Although  most  live  in  San  Francisco,  a 
number  came  from  Oakland  and  even  fur- 
ther. Eli  Sarnat,  13,  was  up  at  6:30  a.m. 
to  catch  the  train  from  Portola  Valley, 
and  Esther  Odekirk,  14,  who  spent  the 
summer  with  her  grandmother  in  Fre- 
mont, left  home  at  7:15  every  morning 
and  didn't  get  home  until  3  p.m.  She's 
developed  a  profound  aversion  to  long- 
distance commuting. 

She's  also  realized  "how  much  work 
goes  into  publishing  a  book."  As  a  mem- 
ber of  the  design  committee,  she  helped 
with  decisions  about  multitudes  of  de- 
tails related  to  page  layout,  graphics, 
type,  and  front  and  back  cover  designs. 
There  were  endless  meetings  with  the  en- 
tire group  selecting  and  then  rejecting 
cover  formats  —  would  it  be  book 
worms  or  space  aliens?  Border  or  not? 
What  color?  One  girl  realized  her  little 
brother  would  object  to  the  book  if  it 
were  decorated  with  hearts  —  "too  girl- 
ish and  mushy."  (The  design  committee, 
however,  did  manage  to  slip  a  small  heart 
onto  the  book's  spine.) 

It  was  up  to  the  editorial  committee  to 
decide  which  reviews  to  accept.  Hun- 
dreds of  reviews  had  been  submitted  by 
students  from  kindergarten  to  12th  grade. 
"The  hardest  part  has  been  reading  every 
single  review.  Sometimes  you  don't  un- 
derstand what  they're  really  trying  to 
say,"  said  Sherri  Marshall,  managing  ed- 
itor, who  just  turned  17.  However,  her 
team  was  committed  to  presenting  the 
review  as  written,  with  occasional  punct- 
uation or  spelling  corrections,  in  order  to 
preserve  the  original  tone  of  each  auth- 
or. Genni  Schmidt,  12,  added,  "We're 
just  making  them  make  sense,  but  the 
meaning  hasn't  been  changed."

Marshall  enjoyed  going  to  work  each 
day,  being  in  the  office,  and  having  a 
title  —  "it  makes  us  feel  important," 
she  said.  "But  it's  not  the  first  time  I've 
been  an  editor  on  something  that's  been 
published."  She's  in  the  media  program  at 
Fremont  High  in  Oakland,  and  has  been 
involved  in  numerous  publishing  projects. 

Promotion  of  the  book  has  been  the 
responsibility  of  the  marketing  commit- 
tee —  working  on  press  releases;  setting 
up  reviews  by  local  media;  getting  com- 
ments from  local  authors  for  the  back 
cover;  planning  the  publishers'  party,  and 
inviting  local  celebrities  and  public  offi- 
cials. Cushner  started  out  in  production, 
"but  after  a  week  I  switched  to  market- 
ing and  had  some  major  successes  so  I  de- 
cided to  stay." 

She  was  pleased  to  have  persuaded 
Marilyn  Sachs,  children's  author  and  edit- 
or of  "The  Big  Book  for  Peace,"  and  Amy 
Tan,  author  of  "The  Joy  Luck  Club,"  to 
write  endorsements.

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Hill  Resident  Debby  Jeffrey 
Is  New  Potrero  Librarian 


Jeffrey  spent  four  years  as  a  reference 
and  children's  librarian  at  the  Main 
Library,  then  worked  at  the  Noe  Valley 
and  Anza  Branches  before  coming  to 
the  Potrero  Library.  She  looks  forward 
to  buying  adult  books,  but  notes  that 
"adults  read  a  lot  of  book  reviews  and 
see  author  promotions.  Adults  are  being 
controlled  more  than  kids  about  what  to 
read." 

In  her  previous  assignments,  she  had  a 
number  of  youngsters  "make  good  sug- 
gestions" to  her  about  what  books  to  buy 
for  the  library.  She  also  recalls  "develop- 
ing a  reading  relationship  with  kids,  in 
which  you  see  a  book  and  say  to  your- 
self, 'So-and-so  would  want  to  read  it."' 

Jeffrey  knows  that  if  a  youngster 
comes  into  the  library  only  to  get  in- 
formation for  a  school  report  or  because 
a  parent  is  coming  in  for  a  book,  "it's 
important  to  get  them  to  relax.  If 
they're  reluctant  readers,  I  have  to  find 
something  they  would  enjoy  reading. 

She  admits  it's  difficult  to  get  child- 


ren to  ask  for  books.  Children  distrust 
adults  a  lot,  because  adults  generally 
don't  respect  a  child  as  a  whole  person." 
And  she  urges  parents  of  very  young 
children  or  youngsters  with  reading  diffi- 
culties to  take  out  books  to  read  to  their 
children,  not  to  force  the  children  to 
read,  but  to  show  that  reading  can  be  a 
pleasurable  experience. 

"I  married  into  the  Hill,"  she  notes, 
adding  that  "Now  people  know  my  hus- 
band, Mark  Wiegang,  better  than  they 
know  me,  but  I  have  a  feeling  that's  about 
to  change." 

The  20th  Street  house  they  purchased 
eight  years  ago  had  a  most  appropriate 
incentive:  its  basement  contained  boxes 
of  old  mystery  novels.  Wiegang  collects 
old  mysteries,  especially  old  first  edition 
paperbacks.  Jeffrey  collects  antiquarian 
children's  books,  such  as  those  by  Beatrix 
Potter. 

But,  she  notes,  "We  have  very  few 
practical  books.  For  that,  we  use  the 
library."  Then  she  gestured  around  the 
the  Potrero  Branch:  "This  is  my  collec- 
tion."

1607  -  20th  STREET 
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Period  Pieces  and  Fantasy 
Keep  Set  Builders  Busy

If  you  had  wandered  into  an  anonymous 
looking  old  building  below  the  20th  Street 
overpass  a  few  weeks  ago,  you  would  have 
seen  full-sized  portraits  from  the  Im- 
perial Court  of  Russia. 

An  art  hijacker's  hideaway  discovered? 
No.  Only  an  artful  illusion.  For  in  this 
building,  fantasy  is  made  —  not  the  elec- 
tronic, on-screen  stuff  of  "Industrial 
Light  &  Magic,"  but  the  spectacular, 
bigger-than-life,  on-stage  dramas  of  the 
San  Francisco  Opera. 

What?  Opera?  On  Potrero  Hill? 

Yes,  neighbors,  for  years  we  have  host- 
ed the  Opera's  only  stage  workshop.  Here 
artists  and  carpenters,  like  Santa's  help- 
ers in  work  clothes,  scurry  about  creat- 
ing everything  from  15-foot-tall  canvas- 
es depicting  Napoleon's  defeat  at  the 
Battle  of  Waterloo  to  Louis  XIV  sofas 
and  rocks  the  size  of  a  man. 

Look  closely  and  you'll  see  where  the 
shortcuts  make  such  efforts  suitable  only 
for  the  illusions  of  the  stage.  The  Baro- 
que gilding  is  rough  and  often  just  painted 
in,  the  padded  velvet  cushion  is  roughly 
stapled  in  place,  the  paint  strokes  are 
bold,  the  rocks  are  just  big  pieces  of 
foam. 

But  from  just  a  couple  of  feet  away, 
those  shortcuts  are  invisible  and  the  ef- 
fect is  realer  than  real. 

The  day  we  visit,  "War  &  Peace"  is  the 
major  opera  being  created.  Antiques  and 
master  art  works  of  another  period  are 
taking  shape  in  a  matter  of  hours.  Step- 
ping among  the  workers,  the  wood  shavings 
and  the  wet  paint,  is  a  tight  little  band 
of  well-dressed  women,  led  by  one  of  the 
workers.  Taking  it  all  in  but  also  care- 
fully watching  their  steps,  they  manage 
to  focus  on  each  new  item  while,  in 
quick,  successive  turns  of  their  heads, 
avoiding  the  open  cans  of  wet  paint  and 
the  spinning  table  saws.  "Major  donors," 
one  carpenter  explains  to  me.  "They  pay 
my  salary."  I 

"This  is  the  busiest  summer  we've  ever 
had,  though,"  Head  Scenic  Artist  Jay 
Kotcher  says  without  hesitation.  "We've 
had  to  rent  two  other  buildings  in  the 
neighborhood!  just  to  get  all  the  work 
done  in  time."  Besides  "War  <5c  Peace," 
a  huge  project,  due  to  go  into  technical 
rehearsals  August  20,  the  workshop  had 
two  smaller  productions  to  finish. 

"I've  been  lucky  that  most  of  the  movie 
and  TV  studios  finished  up  in  San  Francis- 
co in  May  and  went  back  to  L.A.  That 
left  me  with  a  windfall  of  talented 
artists  and  carpenters  I  could  hire  this 
summer,"  Kotcher  says. 

This  is  a  union  shop,  and  alnlost  every- 
body here  is  covered  under  one  or  another 
of  what  Kotcher  says  are  "dozens"  of 
unions  involved  in  the  theatre  world.  He 
can  hire  non-union  workers  for  one  month 
consecutively,  but  most  choose  to  sign  up, 
if  they  haven't  already. 

A  group  of  set  and  stage  builders  live 
on  Potrero  Hill  and  form  a  kind  of  com- 
munity, according  to  Allen  Gross,  who  is 
on  the  construction  crew  for  "War  & 


Peace."  Gross  also  works  on  the  techni- 
cal crew  in  movies  and  TV  when  the 
opera  and  other  theatrical  events  aren't 
in  gear. 

Gross  studied  the  technical  side  of  the 
theater  business  at  San  Francisco  State, 
Penn  State  and  Temple  University.  "Then 
I  taught  for  a  while,  but  I  enjoy  doing  the 
work;  every  job  is  different.  In  movies, 
we  had  to  make  things  look  real,  but 
here,  it's  mostly  period  pieces  and  fanta- 
sy," he  notes. 

This  current  project  is  not  all  that  is 
magical  about  this  building,  which 
stretches  over  a  city  block  down  into  a 
shadowed  distance.  Here,  a  "library"  of 
30  years'  productions  fills  the  dead-end 
half  of  the  building.  A  giant's  library, 
with  eight-foot  wide  by  40  foot  tall 
slots  labeled  with  each  opera's  name  and 
the" date  of  its  most  recent  use  in  pro- 
duction. 

Carefully  stacked,  sometimes  right  to 
the  ceiling,  dozens  of  thick  ugly  spears 
15  feet  high  are  bundled,  wedged  between 
plywood  flats  painted  to  look  like  thick 
green  forests;  white  and  gold  rococco 
king's  chambers;  dark  stone  dungeon 
walls,  and  rolled  canvases  painted  to  look 
like  bricks.  Various  furniture  of  one 
period  or  another  will  be  stacked,  seven 
or  eight  at  once.  Huge  "granite"  rocks  pile 
high.  "Marble"  Greek  statues  that  would 
be  the  columns  on  the  Parthenon's  Temple 
of  Maidens,  made  of  foam,  stand  calmly 
on  their  heads. 

They  are  not  standing  idle,  however.  In 
fact,  this  is  the  profitable  end  of  the 
business.  For  example,  the  "Mephistophe- 
les"  set  made  here  was  rented  to  the 
Houston  Opera  for  six  performances  for 
$75,000,  plus  expenses.  "The  Barber  of 
Seville"  goes  out  regularly  for  produc- 
tions around  the  world  for  $20,000  a  pop. 

Even  walking  among  these  neck 
stretching  cabinets,  echoes  of  the  songs 
and  the  shows  filter  down:  the  wrought 
iron  gates  from  "U  Trovatore,"  the  birch 
trees  from  "Don  Carlos,"  fantastical 
plastic  forests  from  "Orlando." 

"When  the  curtain  goes  down  at  the  end 
of  the  performance,"  says  Kotcher,  "the 
applause  of  the  audience  is  for  the  sing- 
ers. But  when  the  curtain  goes  up  at  the 
beginning,  and  the  audience  applauds, 
that's  for  us."

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Rios  Reflects  a  Seeking 
Spirit  in  La  Raza  Show

San  Francisco  artist  Michael  Rios  has 
been  panning  for  gold  and  has  managed  to 
come  up  with  a  lot  of  pure,  shining  nug- 
gets. They  are  on  display  as  paintings 
and  drawings  in  a  one-man  show,  his  first, 
entitled  "Flowers  and  Seeds,"  at  La  Raza 
Graphics  Center,  938  Valencia  St. 

Best  known  to  most  for  his  dramatic 
Mission  District  murals,  Rios  is  perhaps 
better  known  on  Potrero  Hill  as  creator 
of  the  Potrero  Hill  Festival  posters  and 
as  Artist-in-Residence  at  the  Potrero 
Hill  Neighborhood  House,  granted 
through  the  California  Arts  Council  and 
Sun  Francisco  Arts  Commission.  After 
many  heady  years  of  mural  painting  a- 
round  the  Bay,  from  his  first  in  1971, 
Rios  has  been  focusing  the  past  several 
years  on  painting  and  drawing  on  canvas. 

He  credits  the  kids  to  whom  he  teaches 
art  at  the  Neighborhood  House  as  major 
influencers  of  his  work.  "They're  not 
contrived  and  pretentious  like  adults  can 
be.  They  just  express  themselves.  1  get 
excited  being  around  their  spirit,  being 
around  their  energy.  A  lot  of  them  are 
socially  underprivileged,  yet  they  have  a 
spark  in  their  eyes.  They  want  to  be 
little  artists,  little  musicians,  little  dan- 
cers." 

Like  these  kids,  Rios  tends  to  see  the 
positive  side  of  life,  and  it  is  obvious  in 
his  work.  Filled  with  clowns  and  animals, 
guitars  and  rhythm,  mermaids  and  flow- 
ers, the  paintings  are  vibrantly  colored 
and  jauntily  composed.  Even  those  with 
a  somber  theme  —  such  as  "Chains  of 
Freedom,"  a  portrait  of  an  enchained 
slave  —  show  hope. 

By  contrast,  many  of  his  clowns  in 
otherwise  jubilant  compositions  appear 
sad,  as  in  "£/  Sueno  Azul"  and  "Nikko's 
Ark."  Said  Rios:  "That's  the  irony  of  life; 
comedy  is  juxtaposed  with  tragedy.  A 
lot  of  people  put  on  a  smile  when  they're 
really  sad."  Rios  loves  art  and  music  for

this  very  reason.  "When^ou  walk  into  a 
gallery  of  beautiful  art,  or  hear  beauti- 
ful music,  you  forget  for  a  moment  that 
you  have  bills." 

Rios  not  only  respects  the  power  of  art 
to  change  attitude  but  realizes  the  im- 
portance of  his  own  attitude  to  his  art. 
"You  can  walk  out  of  the  house  and  dwell 
on  the  dog  do-do,  or  you  can  look  up  at 
the  sky  and  see  the  beauty  there."  Re- 
ferring to  the  last  several  years,  he 
notes,  "It's  not  so  much  that  I'm  polishing 
my  art;  I'm  polishing  my  life  first  so 
that  it  reflects  in  my  art.    You  can't  be 
a  bad  person  and  make  good  art." 

Defining  a  unifying  theme  in  his  show 
at  La  Raza,  Rios  said,  "1  think  it's  all  the 
result  of  a  seeking  spirit  and  a  seeking 
mind.  It's  like  panning  for  gold.  Some- 
times you  find  a  nugget  but  a  lot  of 
times  you  just  get  rock.  It's  like  going 
someplace  you've  never  been  before. 
Each  one  was  an  experiment." 

"Flowers  and  Seeds"  stays  at  La  Raza 
Graphics  Center  through  Sept.  27.  Gal- 
lery hours  are  10  a.m.  -  5  p.m.  Stop  by 
and  forget  for  a  moment  that  you  have 
bills.
